The remarks were made in 
reference to -the deaths re¬ 
cently of two suspects during 
confi^tatlons with police in 
the Greater Vancouver area. 

On Saturday, fugitive Peter 
Turchak. 36. wanted on a Can¬ 
ada-wide warrant for a weap¬ 
ons charge, was shot and 
killed by an RCMP officer fol¬ 


lowing a wild car chase 
through Richmcmd. immedi¬ 
ately south of Vancouver. 

On July 5. a n\an was shot 
by RCMP investigating a 
complaint in Langley in the 
loiwer Fraser Valley. The man 
later died. 

In 'the past two years, two 
policemen have been killed, 
one in Delta, the either in 
neighboring Surrey. 


“Because of the situations 
which now exist officers real¬ 
ize tiiat they are on their 
own." Starek said. 

He said he has informed his 
men that if they are confront¬ 
ed by a person with a gun "it 
is your duty to preserve your 
own life.” 

He said some criminals want 
to make a name for them- 
sHves by killing a policeman. 


Abolitiem of the death pen¬ 
alty (or kiliers of policemen 
or prison guards is like de¬ 
claring ci>en season on the po¬ 
lice. he added. 

Tom Goode, mayor of Delta 
and chairman of that munici¬ 
pality's police commission, 
said there is a feeling among 
policemen that they have 
been abandoned. 


Be¬ 
forehand policemen might 
take a chance when confront¬ 
ed by someone with a gun ~ 
but they won’t do It now."

U.S. adds threat 
to Olympic crisis 


MONTREAL (CPl — Unit¬ 
ed States and international 
••Olympic officials mounted a 
Three-way power play 
M^ednesday night to counter 
Canadian government .sanc¬ 
tions against the Taiwan team 
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at the Olympic Games open¬ 
ing Saturday. 

After almost 10 hours of 
backroom htggiing and public 
posturing, the situation on the 
vexed status of Taiwan stood 
this way in advance of further 
sessions today of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Oomgiittee: 

# The U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee proclaimed it is 
seriously considering pulling 
out of the Montreal Games. It 
is protesting against Canadian 
insistence that the Taiwan 
athletes may compete only if 
they abandon the national 
name Republic of China. 

# The IOC prepiired a final 
appeal to the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment to let the full. 65- 
member team from Taiwan 
enter the country and com¬ 
pete under the Republic of 
China flag. 

# Defiant Taiwanese of¬ 
ficials were re|X)rtcd set to 
parade two Olympic yachts¬ 
men already in the country 
under the banned flag at Sat¬ 
urday’s opening ceremony. 
(See also Page 3). 

They stood fast against a 
compromise proposal that 
their athletes compete as indi¬ 
viduals under a neutral Olym¬ 
pic flag. 

A g a i n s t. the challenges 
issued by the Olympians from 
a closely policed downtown 
hotel. Canadian government 
officials declared they will not 


back down on their require¬ 
ment that only the mainland 
People's Republic of China 
may use the name China 
when in Canada. 

The Peo{^e's Republic is not 
in the Olympics. 

Prime Minister Trudeau.,at 
a reception for Candian ath¬ 
letes a mile fromi the IOC 
meeting place, replied that “if 
you come from Taiwan you 
can’t say you come under 
China's flag."

It was 
about two hours later when a 
search party of RCMP and 
local firemen returned to the 
area of attack and found the 
dead girl with severe facial 
lacerations “a short distance 
off the road.” 

An examining doctor be¬ 
lieves the girl died during the 
attack. 

The fish and wijdUfe 
branch’s predator hunter Don 
Lay of Nanaimo was Mown to 
tioe area with his four hounds, 
w*ho treed the cougar about 
7:30 p.m. only 40 yards from 
the fatal attack site. 

Lay shot the animal and 
took it away for autopsy. It 
was describ^ as an apparent¬ 
ly healthy male of about two 
to three years of age, but not 
fully grown. 

Des Haddleton, the regional 
protection officer with the 
branch, said there had been a 
number of cougar sightings 
this year. Some were de¬ 
stroyed and others tranquil- 
ized and removed from popu¬ 
lated areas. 

But he said there were not 
an unusually high number of 
cougar sightings or incidences 
this year. 

, “Tbere is a good popufation 
of cougars on Vancouver Is¬ 
land — there always has 
been," he said. ^ 

The last reported cougar at- * 
tacks on the Island came in 
the summer of 1972 when an 
eight-yearold Vancouver boy 
was badly mauled near a 
Campbell River campsite, 
and a 25‘year-old Courtenay 
man was dragged from his 
sleeping bag and mauled in a ' 
separate incident on the Gold 
River Road near Campbell 
Lake.

OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
expressed “restrained de¬ 
light" Wednesday at Statistics 
Canada figures showing the 
smallest consumer price in¬ 
creases in a 12-month period 
in nearly three years. 

The figures showed that the 
all-items index for consumer 
prices Increased by 7.8 per 
cent in the year' ending in 
June. . 

An unusually small rise in 
food prices for this time of 
year contributed to- the rela¬ 
tively low increase. 

But Macdonald said in an 
interview there is no reason 
for complacency. 

“We have to recognize the 
fact there will be some other 
price increases coming 
along." he said. He menti<med 
increases in local taxation 
and in energy costs. 


United Democrats 
cheer Carter win 


NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Jimmy Carter won the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential nomination 
on the first ballot Wednesday 
from a united, cheering con¬ 
vention confident he will lead 
the party back Into the White 
House in November. 

In the traditional manner. 
Carter remained in his hotel 
suite watching on television 
as the Ohio delegation gave 
him 132 votes to put him well 
over the 1,565 needed for the 
nomination. 

Pandemonium broke out in 
Madison Square Garden. 
Democrats united as they 
haven't been in more than a 
decade set off an uproar on 
the arena floor. Charter smiled 
in the suite, watching the ac¬ 
tion on three television sets.

RAIDERS ATTACK HIS HOME IN FRANCE 

Convicted Nazi dies in flames

DUON. France — French 
police are convinced that a 
charred corpse found in the 
smouldering ruins of a house 
attacked by raiders near here 
is that o( Nazi war criminal 
Joachim Peiper. 

Police think Peiper. a 61- 
year-old former SS colonel, 
was killed in the raid on his 
house, at Traves, 60 miles 
from here. Tuesday night. 

The raiders burned the 


house, apparently after a gun- 
fight with the occupant. 

Police said that although 
formal identification would be 
difficult, it was almost certain 
that the corpse was that of 
Peiper, who was once sen¬ 
tenced to death for killing 71 
American prisoners of war in 
1944. 

Threats were made against 
his life recently, and last 
month there was a demon¬ 
stration outside the town hall 
at the' local administrative 


centre. Vesoul. demanding 
Pel pe r’s c^qxUsion from 
FVance. 

Peiper was sentenced to 
death by an American tribu¬ 
nal in 1M6 for the death of 71 
American prisoners. , who 
were crushed to death 1^ his 
tank. 

The sentence was later, 
emnmuted to life imprison¬ 
ment and Peiper was released 
after serving 11 years. 

He was also charged with 
the reprisal massacre of 34 


and shrewd politician from 
rural Georgia who rolled over 
better-known and higher-tout¬ 
ed competitors in a stunning 
series of primary wins.

Walter Mondale of Minnesota, 
but Carter wfould not an¬ 
nounce his choice until this 
morning. Others considered 
were Senators Frank Church 
of Idaho. John Glenn of Ohio 
and Adlai Stevenson of Bii- 
nois. 

Carter's nominators seized 
upon Gerald Ford’s 1974 par¬ 
don -of Richard Nboon and 
made it a campaign issue, 
condemning the “unequal jus¬ 
tice" of Ford’s act and lajdng 
it had contributed to the low 
national morale. They said 
Carter was the man to "heal 
the wounds" and lead "a 
new coalition” campaign to 
the presidency. 

The delegates loved it. 
cheering wildly.

The B.C. Ferries dispute,

He said it 
only delayed an inevitable 
fight.

OTTAWA (CP) — Capital 
punishment for all civilian 
crimes was abolished by (he 
Commons Wednesday, but the 
emotional controversy over 
hanging was expected to re¬ 
main a major factor in na¬ 
tional politics. 

The government bill to re¬ 
place hanging with longer 
prison terms carried third 
and final reading by only six 
votes. The tally was IM to 
134. 

Senate approval and routine 
royal, assent arc needed to 
make the Wll law. but both 


are expected by Friday. 

Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand said alter the vote 
that alt death sentences are 
commuted, effective immedi¬ 
ately. There were 11 men <m 
death row, three scheduled to 
hang today. 

Pa.ssage of the bill means 
the only capital punishment 
stilt on the law books is fen* 
military crimes. The National 
Defence Act calls for manda¬ 
tory c.xecuUtxi of persons who 
act traitorously. 

.•\mong these crimes are 
dcscrti«>n, si^arheadinc a mu¬ 


tiny. being drunk or asleep on 
guard duty, spying and wilfiiJ- 
ly surrendering to the enemy. 
But these must be linked to 
traitorous acts. 

Reaction to die vote, free of 
party lines, was subdued.

The guessing among auth¬ 
orities with two days to go to 
Ihe opening was that the 
Olympics will go ahead, with 
the U.S. team In full cry. but 
with everybody saving face. 

The I(5c adjourned late 
Wednesday after meetings 
that stretched for five hours, 
with the issue of Taiwan's 
status officially unresolved. 

The IOC meeting followed a 
spate of rumors and report.s. 
including threats that the 
United States team might pull 
out of the Games in support of 
the Taiwanese. 

But some American authori¬ 
ties said the reported thrcat.s 
formed part erf a pressure 
play by the U.S. Olympic 
Committee headed by Philip 
O. Krumm. 

Krumm said In an interview 
his committee had "seriously 
considered” pulling out of the 
Olympics but had made no 
decision. 

"We have not made a final 
determination because there 
is so much at stake.” the 69- 
yearold retired businessman 
from Kenosha, Wis.. said in 
his Montreal hotel suite. 

Krumm said that if the 


United States pulled out of the 
Games, the Olympic move¬ 
ment probably would be de¬ 
stroyed. 

"Mexico has already told us 
that it would follow suit.' and 
there are other countries ot 
the same mind. It may be six 
or it may be 70 but 11 would 
turn the Games into nothing. 

"Also, we have to think 
about all of the time, money 
and dedication that our atlv 
letes have put into training 
for this event—two years of it 
And it would -be a shame to 
have all of this wiped out by 
the dictatorial power of one 
man, acting against the will 
of his people” (a reference to 
Trudeau). 

Krumm said he was in 
touch with the White House 
three or four times a day but 
President Ford was refusing 
to apply any pressure in the 
matter. 

Kiumm said he was dis¬ 
turbed by press reports in¬ 
dicating tliat the President 
was prodding the U.S. Olym¬ 
pic Committee to take strong 
action. 

"That is not so,” the USOC 
executive added. "Both the 
President and Secretary of 
State Kissinger have advised 
that it is strictly a U.S. Olym¬ 
pic Committee problem."

A Judicial review rejection 
would mean the pHsoner 
would have to serve 10 more 
years before becoming eligi¬ 
ble for full paixrie or about 
eight years before obtaining

Ihe Queen expressed grati- 
tiide for the “glowing wel¬ 
come” rfie haa received in 
Nova Scotia, undimmed by 
the showery weather. She said

Nova Scotia , “where 
members of my family have 
always been made so wel¬ 
come.” 

Earlier, Premier Gerald 
Regan had wished her 
“UIO.OOO welcomes,” a tradi- 
tkstal Gaelic greeting that has 
become a motto of the pcov- 
inee. 

The Queen said she was 
partiuulariy pleased to travel 
for the first time down the 
beautiful Annapolis Valley 
and to see Chadian industry 
building a drilling rig in Hali¬ 
fax for extracting oU for ^- 
tain from the North Sea. 

The Queen praised Premier 
Gerald Regan for his efforts 
as the first Canadian chair¬ 
man of the e:^utive commit¬ 
tee of the CMnmonweaith 
Parliamentary Association. 

Eariier, Premier Regan 
said. “There is no visitor on 
earth for whenn our welcome 
would be as warm and enthu¬ 
siastic as for Your Majesty.”

Politdeal sources said Cal¬ 
laghan warned that if Labor 
Party lawmakers reject the 
spending cuts, he will be 
forced to dissolve parliament 
and cell an early general 
election.

Worthless and divisive 


mHE DISPUTE over bilingualism in air traffic 
4* now being conducted but hardly contained 
behind closed doors, has opened up a floodgate of 
public opinion — mostly criticism — of the Trudeau 
government’s whole handling of the policy of es¬ 
tablishing English and French on an equal language 
footing throughout Canada. 

Constitutionalists are arguing with renewed vigor 
and with great justification that the official languages 
act introduced hy the late Prime Minister Lester 
Pearson but implemented far.heyond his intention hy 
the Trudeau menage is a contravention of the British 
North America Act 

Economists, seeking ways and means to balance 
our national ecoiMmy, are appalled at the hundreds of 
millions of dollars the federM government has spent 
and is continuing to spend in pursuing its objective of 
making Canada a dual French-English community. 

Federal civil servants are alternately bemused 
and frustrated by the dictate of the government that 
thousands of them must learn a sebond language if 
they wish to keep their jobs. Efficiency in their 
departmental work is of secondary consideration. 


Junior commissioned officers in the Canadian 
armed forces are equally distressed — unless they 
become fluently bilingual their hopes of further 
promotion are minimal. 

And finally, English speaking Canadians — the 
great silent majority—are beginning to air their views 
on the subject. 

They are beconijng tired of being told by cabinet 
ministers and a procession of Uberal MPs that they 
are racialists if they wish to remain unilingual. They 
are sick to death of being called bigots if they don’t 
want a French language television station in an English 
language community. 

’They are angry at being treated as secood<lass 
citizens if they do not speak French and resent being 
accused of being anti-Canadian if they profess loyalty 
to the Queen. 

These attitudes coupled with the utter disdain with 
which Francophone Canadians r^ard the whole 
bilingual prograni provide ample proof of its expen¬ 
sive worthlessness and the growing danger of its 
divisiveness.

Taxes by the tankful 


M r. C. J. CLARK, president of the Canadian 
Automobile Association, recently berated the 
federal and provincial governments for establishing 
the automobile as a principal source of funding. Cer¬ 
tainly his words will get a sympathetic hearing from 
car-owners across the country. 

Historically, Mr. Clark said, life's little luxuries, 
such as liquor and tobacco have always been a target 
for additional taxation. But in recent years all levels of 
government seem determined to include the 
automobile in the luxury category and tax it accor¬ 
dingly. 

He then pointed out that a mode of transportation 
responsible for 85 per cent of all passenger miles, 85 
per cent of all business trips and 67 per cent of all 
vacation travel could hardly be called a luxury. “In a 
country such as ours, with a small population widely 
disper^ over a large land area, the automobile is an 
essential and efficient means of transportation.’’ 

Mr. Clark listed the taxes to which the Canadian 
motorist is now subjected: 

• A12 per cent sales tax on all new cars and parts. 
• Federal tax of four cents per gallon of gasoline 
sold in Canada. 

• Provincial taxes ranging from 12 to 20 cents per 
gallon of gasoline. 

• Federal excise tax of 10 cents per gallon of gas¬ 
oline sold to private motorists. 


• A federal tax of |100 on all air-conditioners used ' 
in cars, vans and small, trucks. 

Rounding out his figures, Mr. Clark said: “It is a 
curious fact of history that since 1067 the federal 
government has added almost 1,000 pounds to the 
weight of the average car as a result of new emission 
and safety standards. Now five years later they ade go¬ 
ing to impose a weight tax on automobiles.’’ 

It would be well if we ail recall Mr. Clark’s words 
when we feel like cussing out the service station 
operator the next time the pricq of .gasoline goes up 
and remember just where most of our gasoline dollar 
is going.

Recr uiting campaign in North of England 

More British mercenaries for Africa 


Undeterred by the failure 
and the fate of the mercenaries 
in Angola, some of the men in¬ 
volved in their recruitment are 
trying to raise squads of 
British "volunteers” to serve 
In Southern Africa against 
Communist-backed forces and 
anti-white guerrillas. 

The immodest objective Is 
Uie mobilization of 15,000 men 
commanded by former British 
Army regulars and equipped 
with weapons and supplies 
from well-known anns dealers. 

The attempt to reach the ob¬ 
jective — futile though it may 
bewill be obaeiv^ with in¬ 
terest by Scotland Yard and 
Special Branch officers 
charged with the investigation 
of the recruitment of 
mercenaries. 

A recruitment campaign has 
begun in cities and towns in the 
North of England, which con¬ 
tain or have associations with 
military establishments or 
have hi^ unemployment rates.

The campaign literature is 
mostly scrappy, long on exhor¬ 
tation and short on detail, but 
there is plenty of it. A 
cyclostyted sheet being cir¬ 
culated .in South Yorkshire 
proclaims the determination of 
a group called the Southern 
Africa Friendship Organization 
to help any government or 
organization fighting com¬ 
munism in the continent. 

The sheet says: “SAFO 
already has a substantial list of 
volunteers wbo afe prepared to 
dedicate themselves and if 
necessary give their lives so 
others may live in peace. 

"SAFO cannot become com¬ 
placent with achievements to 
date. We are still recruiting 
volunteers from sU parts of the 
United Kingdom, and we are 
Uaising with parallel organiza¬ 
tions throughout the world. . 
"SAFO is appealing to

Tbe first telephone number is 
that of one of BeUOrd’t .as¬ 
sociates, Colin Taylor, of 
Beeston, Leeds, who is 
believed to be a close contact 
of John Banks, of Security Ad¬ 
visory Services, who was 
directly responsible for 
recruiting many of the 
mercenaries who died or stood 
trial before the People's 
Revolutionary Tribunal in 
Luanda. 

The second number is 
Belford’s. Oilers are told that 
no more mercenaries are 
needed, but are asked to leave 
Itaeir names and addreaaes and 
a number where tbey can be 
contacted if they want to be ad¬ 
ded to the list of “volunteers ’’ 


Belford denies that he had 
been responsible for directly 
recruiting any of the 
mercenaries. He says he has 
never met Harry Webb, of 
Farnley, Leeds, one of those 
ordered shot by Chilian.

Those well- 
heeled camera bugs, often in¬ 
sensitive to local customs and 
culture, and vociferously ex¬ 
pressing the superiority of all 
things American, rubbed, both 
friends and foe the wrong way. 

Just as these images began 
to fade Into history, Watergate 
exposed the foibles of 
American politics. Tbe 
presidency, America's holy of 
holies, was rent asunder. 

Then Congress, its blood lust 
aroused, decided to rip tbe hide 
from two other American in¬ 
stitutions. the CIA and tbe FBI. 
The sordid world of inter¬ 
national intrigue was revealed 
in a way formerly relegated to 
the pulp of the mystery novel. 
It was not a pleasant sight The 
idea that tbe great United 
States of America ("In God We 
Trust”) could, under any cir¬ 
cumstances, contemplate 
political assassination was 
totally repugnant. The 
Congress, in return, got its 
come-uppance with tbe allega¬ 
tion of sex on tbe payroll. 

These manifestations of a 
permissive and morally un¬ 
disciplined society are quite 
out of keeping with the ethics 
and traditions of the founding 
fathers.

As President Ford sug¬ 
gested. the U.S. has its work 
cut out for it in the years 
ahead. It has real problems of 
.race, economics, urbanization 
etc. But it is resilient, too. 

U.S. democracy is stiH one of 
the most firmly rooted in the 
world. No other country would 
open the books on its own 
weaknesses as it has. Certainly 
Canada would not 

Americans still believe in tbe 
work ethic. They get to the of¬ 
fice earlier than we do and stay 
later. Tbey don't take Fri^y 
off every time a boUday occurs 
on Thursday. Their costs are 
lower than ours and that spells 
trouble for us. 

Americans also seem to 
realize thavt the "new 
morality” has been a con¬ 
tributing factor In tbeir 


hupiiliatioo and that tbe old 
morality served them better. 
This bas influenced their 
response to the presidential 
primaries this year. 

So we shouldn’t un¬ 
derestimate our great and 
powerful neighbors. What (hey 
have done for us, and to us, has 
been done at our request. 


If we want to be more in¬ 
dependent we can be — but not 
without sacrifice which is a 
fading word in our vocabulary. 

Anti-Americanism and pro- 
Canadianlsm are not the same. 

So let's eschew the former 
and cling to tbe latter, as we 
wish our warm, friendly and 
generous neighbors all the best 
in tbe century ahead.

Britain proud of her 
rebellious colonies

America's bicentennial has had a very good press in Bri¬ 
tain. One commentator said that the bicentennial seemed to 
have been going on almost as long as the United States: and 
tbe master of my own Oxford college dii^ told his American 
guests that, to turn, 1776 was memorableroiefly because one 
of our graduates published rather a good bo(A then called 
The Wealth of NatioM, and that tbe year when the Pilgrim 
Fathers landed was interesting mainly because it fell just 
halfway between, the founding of the i^iege and now. 

But they were joking. Almost everybody wished 
America a very happy birthday indeed, and said so with 
warmth and gratitude. Since the event actually being 
celebrated was a rebellion against the British crown, it was 
— by the normal standards of history — a remarkable dis¬ 
play of unfeigned pleasure and aSection. 

★ ♦ W 

BBC televisioo offered a week of special programs, con¬ 
sisting not only of documentaries about the birth and 
development of the United States, but of splendid American 
movies, ranging from Flash Gordon to TYueGrit: and rightly 
so, since Hollywood has been such a standardbearer and 
worldwide envoy (or America as no other natioo ever posses¬ 
sed. 

Behind the sparkle of fireworks, however, serious things 
were being said — and thought, in private, by nuny people in 
Britain. 

The anti-American sniping, which has been so prevalent 
in recent years, fell silent. A great deal of it came, anyway, 
not from British commentators or politicians, but from selF 
punishing, and' often self-exiled. American liberals. The at¬ 
titude of mind which saw the United States as a villain and 
the CIA as the source of all evil never really spread to Bri¬ 
tain. 

^ it it it 

Except for the Marxist fringe on the far-left of the labor 
Party, even British socialists have sended to look with ad¬ 
miration. rather than hostility, across the Atlantic. They 
loved tbe egalitarianism of American society as much as 
Conservatives loved its individualism and enterprise. 

For ordinary non-political people the personal ties are 
enough. Almost every family in Britain has relatives or 
friends or acquaintances in America. And memories of the 
Second World War have not yet faded; memories of 
American uniforms in the streets of London, of young 
American airmen in English villages, of America’s strength 
suddenly put around Britain's shoulders alter the desperate 
months when we had been fighting alone. 

Paradoxically, although perhaps characteristically, tbe 
troubles of the past few years — Vietnam, and civil rights, 
and Watergate — shocked and distressed Americans much 
more than they shocked America's friends in Britain. More 
clearly tban any other country in Europe Britain supporM 
America's attempt to hold back the tide of communism in 
South-East Asia. As for political scandals — well, they hap¬ 
pen; we Imow about such things.

Blemishes sre not unique to any one country. But 
America’s generosity has been literally unique; and we know 
that too, and are grateful. 

There is something else, however, more important by 
far. What America proclaimed from the beginning, what 
America means still, is freedom. America’s power and 
prosperity, tbe wealth and decency of the American people, 
everything tbe vrorld envies In the American way of life, are 
living proof that freedom works. 

Without America’s protection, tbe (tee world might not 
survive: but without America's example, belief in freedom 
itself might not have survived in the modern world. 

Britatai is very proud of her rebellious colonies; very 
proud of tbe qieclal relationship, which, despite the folly of 
kings and .ministers long ago and of politicians today, per¬ 
sists — Is, taideed, perhaps stronger than ever — through tbe

Recent writers in Victoria’s 
press on the Biblical, or Chris¬ 
tian view of capital punishment 
prompt rrK to challenge these 
versions of the Bibileal stand. 

Mr. Shook dalma that God 
instituted the death penalty, as 
in Oca. 9;(. What of God's pur¬ 
ported treatment of Cain, the 
first murderer? Not only was 
the death penalty not used, but 
God is depicted, at forbidding 
anyone dae to use It either. 
Although this was a heinous 
murder, the order wipes out 
any argument that the BiUe re¬ 
quires death as penalty. 

Neither Mr. Shook nor Dr. 
Sutherland gives due place to 
the Biblical principle of mo-cy 
as a positive creative method 
for penology. Both adhere to 
"lex tallonis,” that is, the eye- 
for-an-eye approach, a princi¬ 
ple specifically rejected by 
Jesus. He did not need to 
restate the commandment; 
"Thou Shalt not kill,” it was 
already In his Bible, the Old 
Testament, and he underlined 
it by going further. 

The crux of the matter lies in 
what we think law to be for. If 
we count its main purpose to be 
punishment, we will probably 
be impsUed to go the limit. But 
if we count reclamation of 
human personality to be the 
main' objective, sre have a 
positive goal Neither Shook 
nor Sutherland conceives law's 
purpose In these terms, and 
this Inhibits them In their view 
of Biblical teaching. True, 
Sutherland refora tbit to an 
after-death jndgmeoL but this 
does not he^ us much here. 

Shook believes majority view 
should overridt conscience on 
the part of parllamsatarians. 
This low-level view of 
democratic principle would 
probably stultify all social 
progresa if maintained. Many 
members of Parliament hold 
the higher view that adherence 
to conscience should justify the 
overriding of majority opinion. 
Failure to do so would be what 
Jesus called the sin against the 
Holy Spirit: Calling good evil, 
or light to be darkness. 

In the parable of the lost 
sheep. Jesus says the shepherd 
(that is, the ruler, or govern¬ 
ment see Ezekiel 34 and John 
10 on the Good Shepherd) will 
hunt for the sheep "until he 
finds it.” This lost, or black 
sheep could be a murderer. 
Should the shepherd shoot the 
sheep as incorrigible? Exter¬ 
mination would be a quick 
remedy. But would the 
character of Um shepherd not 
be impugned? Being a 
shepherd is a costly business, 
and cannot be easily shrugged 
off. If anything, this parable 
leans towanhreclamation, not 
the death penalty. 

To some real extent, society 
has rexponslbility for the peo¬ 
ple it pi^uces. We do not do as 
good a job as we should. Is all 
the onus to fall on Its more ugly 
products? Or do we take some 
responsibility for this outcome, 
or shake off any responsibility? 

Dr. Sutherland says “The ul¬ 
timate punishment it death.” 
but then saj)s “it seems to be 
assumed that to be executed is 
the worst thing....” He is in¬ 
consistent, for it cannot be 
worst, and less than worst also. 
He holds that within the 
teaching of Jesus, the state 
should "have the right to apply 
capital punishment for ap¬ 
propriate offences.” Who is to 
determine when an offence 
justifies death? Was death 
justified when the state said R 
was appropriate to punish the 
stealing of a loaf of bread by a 
starving lad by the death 
sentence? And also had some 
hundreds of other “ap¬ 
propriate” circunstancea? 
Perhaps it is only appropriate

Yesterday I received an un¬ 
dated copy of one of Gorde 
Hunter's columns about con¬ 
dominiums and Bill 73. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Hunter, Section 
6 of Bill 73 reads: “This 
amendment removes the right 
of a Strata Corporation to 
restrict the number of strata 
lots in a development which 
can be rented out by individual 
owners ’ 

This .seems to me a very 
serious matter for those of us 
who can own apartments in 
strata title. As Mr. Hunter cor¬ 
rectly points put, if a real es¬ 
tate speculator buys up a 
quarter of a condominium’s un¬ 
its for the purpose of renting, 
this means there will -be a 
quarter of the complex living 
'there with little'V-no respon¬ 
sibility except for paying their 
rent This surely would make it 
extremely difficult, if not im¬ 
possible. for the resp^tive 
councils to keep the quality of 
the building if it so happened 
that some of the renters let 
their part of the complex 
deteriorate.

The Castle Preservation So¬ 
ciety is attempting restoration 
of Craigdarroch, but many of 
Ihe rooms are not now nvajl- 
able for this work. 

The historical association’s 
resolution to Mayor Michael 
Young and council notes: ‘In 
Craigdarroch Castle. Victoria 
)H>ssc.sses a building of unique 
historical value which.

site for almost all that time. 

Monarch Holdings bought 
the property in 1960 wdth the 
intention of demolishing the 
frame apailmcnt nntl building 
a rnncpcte-block apartment, 
he said. 

In 1973, Oak Bay amended 
the zoning bylaw to re<lure 
the floor area of apartments 
and also proposed to zone the 
Willows l^ch area to single¬ 
family from apartment. But, 
he said, council delotefi seven 
(►roperties including 2612 
Thorpe Pla<'e from the dowtt- 
/•ming. allowing them to re¬ 
tain apartment zoning. 


Monarch Holdings applied 
for a building permit 20 
for a 12-suite apartment. 

Then, about June 1, the de-

OTTAWA (CP) — There 
probably will not be a Berger- 
style commission of inquiry 
into plans to construct a natu¬

Minister Judd Buchanan said 
Tuead^. 

"I suppose there's a possi¬ 
bility of it. but I don’t think 
the fact that the government 
has done it once commits at." 
he said in an interview. 

Polar Gas, a consortium 
that includes federal govern¬ 
ment interests, is expected to 
apply early next year for Na¬ 
tional Energy Board Tjermis- 
sion to build the line. It would 
be an eastern Arctic line that 
would run from the Barren 
Islands, down through Mani- 
or Quebec and into cen¬ 
tral Canada markets.

In the eastern Arctic, he 
said, Inuit Tapirisat, the na¬ 
tional Eskimo brotheihood, 
already has submitted its land 
claim and is negotiating with 
Ottawa. 

Inuit Tapirisat has claimed 
750.000 square miles of land, 
basically the entire eastern 
Arctic. It wants Ottawa to 
give the Inuit outright owner¬ 
ship of 250,000 square mites 
and hunting, fishing and trap¬ 
ping rights and a share of 
resiiurce royalties on the re¬ 
maining 500,000 square miles. 

Also, they want the * area 
split fiwn the r^.W.T. into a 
new territory called Nunavut 
— Our Land. Buchanan 
admits this aspect'makes the 
claim more elaborate, b\it not 
impossible to solve. 

“I dem’t find the thoughj of 
s(Hne sort of division alarm¬ 
ing.” 

He said that 10 years ago 
the Camithers Commission, 
which studied the Northwest 
Territories. recommended 
against a division but suggest¬ 
ed the possibility be reviewed 
in 10 years.

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OTTAWA (CP) — Canada's 
deficit on auto trade with 
United States improved by 
almost $100 million in the first 
quarter of 1976, Statistics Can¬ 
ada reported Wednesday. The 
surpUis from trade in vehi¬ 
cles increased by the loss on 
parts trade continued to wor¬ 
sen. 

The first-quarter deficit on 
over-aU auto trade with the 
U.S. this year was $318 mil¬ 
lion, down from $415 m^ion 
in the first quarter of 1975. 

In auto trade with overseas 
countries, however, the bal¬ 
ance deteriorated sharply to » 
first-quarter deficit of $133 
mlllicHi greater than the $112 
miUlon lost in the entire year 
of 1975. TJie 1975 first-quarter 
deficit was only $14 million. 
Exports to overseas countries 
dropped 30 per cent while im¬ 
ports rose 50 per cent. 

In trade with the U.S., Ca¬ 
nadian exports jumped 46.5 
per cent to $1,859 billion in the 
first quarter, while purchases 
from the U.S. rose only 29.5 
per cent to $2,177 billion. 

Increased exports of vehi¬ 
cles and parts contributed 
equally to the gain in sales, 
while about three-quarters of 
the rise in imports was at¬ 
tributed to parts. 

Canada’s surpluB on passen¬ 
ger cars was $320 million, 

$73 miUkm from the first 
quarter of 1975; the surplus 
on trucks was $106 million, up 
$74 million; and the tire trade 
left a deficit of $9 million, an 
improvement from the $41- 
mihion deficit last year. ^ 

However, the loss on parts 
was $735 milbon, an increase 
erf $82 million from the 1^3- 
million deficit in the first 
quarter of 1975. 

The over-all deficit in 1975 
auto trade with the U.S. to- 
taUed $1,917 milHon, with a 
suiplus if vehicle trade offset 
by a parts deficit of $2,477 
billion. 


VANCOUVER (CP), — An 
Ontario-based company has 
found it is cheaper to ship Al¬ 
berta coal to Hamilton, Ont., 
via the Panama Canal, rather 
than by rail across the 
Prairies.

Shortest and quickest way 
of moving the coal Is by rail 
to Thunder Bay, Ont., and 
then by lake freighter to Ha¬ 
milton — 2,740 miles and 19 
days. 

Dofasco discovered, howev¬ 
er, that it is cheaper to send 
the coal by rail (86 miles to 
Vancouver, then by freighter 


8,800 miles through the Pana¬ 
ma Canal. 

At Contrecoeur, 25 miles 
east of MOTtreal, some of the 
coal was tranfeiied to a lake 
vessel to allow the ocean 
deep-draft ship to go through 
the St. Lawrence seaway. 


A Dofasco spokesman in 
Vancouver declined to give 
exact coets, saying only that 
“toe economics dictate that 
shipping by sea is the most 
realistic despite the time fac¬ 
tor.”

B.C Lions hava played three of four pre-schedule fames, 
and coach Cal Murphy has c^)arBted according to plan while 
his cl^b lost to S^atcfUwim Roughridars and outaoored 
Toronto Argos and, Edmonton Bildmos. He has given all of 
his uninjured talent a look and.given each of his three quar¬ 
terbacks fcxir quarters of aoticn and one starting role. But 
only some of tiw answers have been found, and it is still too 
early to accept the clid>’8 advertising blurb that this Is to be 
the yenr of ihe lion. 'Hwie is raesoo to hope and there is 
reason to fear, and that can be said about every other Cana¬ 
dian Football League olub at this stage of the season. 

Ihe solid reason for hope is what the lions may be able 
to accomplish on defence. It has probate be^ forgotten that 
the lions last year allowed fewer points than any team in the 
Western Conference with the e»:eption of Saskatchewan, and 
the difference there was only,22 pcints. They allowed 53 
fewer points than Winnipeg Blue &>mbere. 36 fewer pcints 
than the CFL-ehampion Edmonton Eskimos, and 33'fewer 
points than Calgary Stampeders. It was quMe an acoompUsh- 
ment in view of tito amo^ of game time the defence was 
forced to log because of the lions’ troiibled c^enctj and there 
is every reason to-believe dial the Lions will be considerably 
impiroved on defence this year. 

★ ★ ★ 

They did trade away Larry Cameron, the qieedy, cruncb- 
hitting linebacker who wak the CFL rookie import of the yeay 
in 1975, and versatile lineman Elton Brown, but any problems 
on deface have nothing to do with the quality of the talent 
avaiJglMc to Murphy. 

Usm have tion significant Canadian addittons in end 
Wayna Smith, back Ted Dushteki and linebacker Glen JaeJt- 
eon, who keeps fumiddng evidence for the olalm be Is the 
best i^ayer to come out Pf the footbaB factory known aa 
Simon Fraser University. Add that trio to holdovers who can' « 
start ~ end BIU Baker, back Barry Ardem, Uckle Gary 
Robinson and linebacker Paul Giioday. a pleasant 1975 rookie 
surprise who win likely alternate with Jackaon, and it 
seemed Just a nmtter of finding the six imports to complete 
the defence dozen. 

Nor did that appear, to be much of a piroblem. 
Middle-Unebaok^ Ray Netttes, tackle IXxi Wunderiy and 
backs Rocky Ltmg, Joe Fourqureen and Grady Cavnees were 
holdovers quite capable of keeping their jobs, and there w'Sa. 
Jim Baker a former Arizona Stote star who played two W^rtd 
Football League seasons with California Sun, on hand to 
with Dan McDonough for toe hnebacldng spot held 
dot^ last year by Cameron. 

But tom have been complications. Dave Benson, a n AS - 
Amotoan at'Weber $tate who had one season in toe WFL, 
has been substituting for the injured Nettles do well that he is 
in the linebacking stakes. Vince Pha^on of Arizona and Ftoyd 
Hogan of Arkansas, who made his debut last year with a 
92-yBrd klokoff return and then ran into a season-endiiv knee 
Injury-ift the same game, are backs Murj^ would like to be 
aWe to keep. And Neal Skarin, an Arizona State star who put 
in two Wil. seasons, and Reggie Lewis, a rookie from San 
Diego State, have played so well In challenging Wunderly 
that Murphy Is trjing to find a way to keep two import 
tackles. 

That’s no knodc at Robinson, who has- proven he can do 
toe Job, but Murphy shudders at the thought of having to 
out two of his three import tackle candtoates and drools 
when thinking of what keeping two of them could do tor fthn. 
With his star Canadian en^ liktiy to be douMe-toamed a lot, 
a paas-rushtng tackle could really upset things in toe opposing 
ba^leld ^ and Lewis, a quick 350i)O|under who has been 
prominent wfdle playing tadde In toe pre-schetode games, 
appears to be ideal. His present would give Murphy toe 
luxury of having a calibre player such as Robinson in 
reserve, and also protect further against the posslWity of in¬ 
jury because Lewis played end in college and would be able 
to move over shoiid anytolng happen to Baj Bal^ or 
Smith. If Murphy does find a way to u.sc two import tackles 
and there are no further injury problems, the Lions mi^it

And it might have to be that good to ^ve the Lions a 
playoff shot because the main reason to fear is caused by toe 
offence team. The Argonauts were t^ only CFL club to score 
fewer points toan the lions last season, and so far there has 
been more hope than evidence that toe Lions will be able to 
^ as much about pitting points on toe board aa they figure 
to do about keeping them ott. 

But the situation is not at all hopeless. Being able to start 
six Canadians on defence leaves eigtd positions for the 

offence team, and having excellent Cardan receivers and 
two accepfaUe Canadian running backs afford the chance to 
do something about an annual problnn by permitting the use 
of five import linemen. And while the quality of their import 
offmee linemen doesn’t se^ as high as th^ they have on 
defence, the Lions should present a better offence line this 
year. 

And there sho^ be nothing wrong with the Uons’ running 
game. Lou Harris, who has rushed for 2679 yards, caught 
passes for 1168 yards and scored 22 touchdowns in his three 
seasons with the Lions is back, and has as his running mate a 
fellow who could be the big surprise of toe season. He’s Mike 
StrickUnd, who played the last three games of the 1975 
aoiiedule and gained 233 yards rushing and 100 yards catch¬ 
ing. Strickland, who holds toe school rushing record at East¬ 
ern Michigan and was recommended by Willie Fleming, is on 
the smallish sdde at 183 pounds but he is an elusive speedsrter 
who wasted no time in ^Inching his job this year by looking 
at least like a reasonable facsimile of his sponsor. 

But the rest doesn’t do much to give anyone a feding of 
secinity. John Sciarra is the most exciting Lion since Flem- 
ii^ was wowing CFL crowds. He is quick, confident and in¬ 
telligent. and definitely appears to have the leadership quali¬ 
ties needed by a quarterback. He could succeed in his rookie 
year but he is a 185-poundcr with a sprint-out style and it is a 
lot to expect a successful and injury-free season. And if he 
can’t do the Job for one reason or another, there doesn’t ap¬ 
pear to be anyone else. Canadian Eric Guthrie has yet to 
show the promise in games that appears there in practice, 
and Mike Ernst, currently in hospital with bleeding ulcers, 
did little in his three chances to bring any hope that he could 
do the quart^backing. 

And toen there is the continuing search for a successor to 
Ted Gerela. Lack of a good placridcker cost the Lions a 
playoff spot last season, and it could do it again this season 
even if Sciarra escapes injury and does passably well. 

Perhaj» the b^t way to sum up the Lions is to term 
them a longshot with a chance. They have a ixx^de quartov 
back, a rookie placekicker and a losing history, but with 
Bob^ Ackles as general-manager and Murphy as liead 
coach, they have acquired direction and stability, and some 
good talent. They could be a spectacular success this year 
but it may be that their biggest lack will be time. Their fu¬ 
ture is now, and that’s too bed. The Lions may be a club 
pregnant with possibilities but it’s asking a lot for Ackles Amd 
Murphy to give birth this year.

A compr^enslve ilevekJi>- 
niCTrt program that began in 
eai-nest three years ago ha.s 
rosulted in over-aJl Impnn'e- 
ment In ctmipeience in almost 
all the 21 Olympic sports.. 

From Munich; where Cana¬ 
dians won t^^■o silver medak. 
Iwth in swimming and three 
bi\>n/.e medals, lwt> in swim¬ 
ming and one in yacditing. 
there has been i>ri>gres8 to 
the point where team officials 
are talking of winning a tkven 
or more medate. 

Their ho{)es are riding on 
mvimming and diving, track 
and fieW. canoeing, yachting, 
equestrian, judo, shooting, 
wi-eslllng, rowing, basketball 
and women’s vollej-ball. 

But there may be surprises. 
The emoti.ioal impact of com- 
petir^ before audiences large¬ 
ly made up ci Canadians may 
inspire athletes to surpass 
themselves. . 

But nervousnes.s may also 
be a byproduct of competing 
before the home folks. And 
that could be translated into 
less-than-peak. performances 
for some members of the 415- 
strong Canadian team, the 
largest e\’er to take part in 
the Games. 

Roger Jackson, acting 
director of Sport Canada and 
hitnseif a gold medal winner 
with George Hungerford in 
the coxless pairs rmving in 
Tokyo ih 1964. predicts signifi¬ 
cant overall improvement in 
all sports. 

But he emphasizes that the 
program started in 1973 was 
not aimed at producing a 
flock of medals h^. The real 
measure of its success, he 
says, is the number of ath¬ 
letes wh.^ reach semi-finals 
and finals. 

Assuming the develoi>ment 
program continues to receive 
the necessary financial su- 
j)ort. Jackson hf>pes to see It 
pi-oduce Canada’s fii*sl victory 
ever in the Commonwealth 
Games when they are held In 
Edmonton in two years. 

Tben he wants improve¬ 
ment in the 1979 Pan- 
American Games in Puerto 
Rico and. finally, a major 
Ureakthi'ough into the mediils 
in the 1960 Olympics in Mos- 
cenv. 

Jackson notes there were 47 
carded athletes- - those <iuali- 
fylng hn* financl^ fopixirt 
fn>m the g<)vert>tnenU-after 
the Munich 01ymT)ic8. Today 
there are 140 and the Mon¬ 
treal Games ahtaild provide 
the names of tlaise to be 
added to the list.

SEATTLE (AP) — Govern- 
ment research ships are ply¬ 
ing Alaskan waters this sum¬ 
mer. as scientists onboard 
oollect informatiem to help 
minimize the damage caus^ 
by oil drilling and oU spills. 

The three ships, part of a 
13-ve8sel fleet based at Seat¬ 
tle's Lake Union, are mapping 
in scientific terms the Gulf of 
Alaska and Bering and Chuk¬ 
chi seas. 

TTie ships were sent by the 
U.S. National Oceanographic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion (NOAA) to find out what 
would happen if Alaskan oil 
spilled in those stormy, frigid 
waters. 

Another federal agency, the 
Bureau of Land IVtenagement, 
uill use the information on 
environmental sensitivity to 
decide where oilmen can drill 
and what rules they must fol¬ 
low when drilling on federal 
offshore leases. 

The research already has 
had an impact on leasing ac¬ 
tivities. BLM has withheld 
from leasing certain tracts 
found to be particularly sensi¬ 
tive to oil contamination. 

Cnidr. Michael Fleming of j 
NOAA operations here said 
when rules are drawn, the 
BLM will probably place 
thresholds on the amount of 
oil that can be spilled from oil 
rigs and refineries. 

For two years, he said, 
dozens erf scientists-biologists, 
chemists, ornithologists, me- 
teronrfogists and geologists — 
have been • making the re¬ 
search voyages on vessels 
ranging from 175 to 303 feet in 
length. 

They have been measuring 


the water’s physical striicture 
to learn where the oil would 
go and where new water 
would come from. They are 


studying the interdependency 
of animal life in the .water to 
learn Horaf oil would affect tiie 
food chain.

Montreal as special prisons 
tor dangerous prisoners.

VANCOUV'ER (CP) — 
Norm GoWe of Ottawa, secre- 
tary-General of.the Canadian 
Teachers Federation, said 
Wednesday the back-to-the- 
basics movement to education 
is weU-totentkmed but ill-m- 
formed.

"It is more than time to 
start talking to the public and 
to say what we know — that 
accusations of failing stan¬ 
dards and loss of skills are 
misleading and would be tc^ 
tally untrue if the cutback of 
the last four years had not 
eroded the resources of the 

B^KXllS.’' 

Goble said the back-to-the- 
basics movement was an in¬ 
dication of teachers’ failure to 
communicate with parents 
and the general public. 

Federation president Ian 


Fife said teachers should take 
the initiative to encourage dis- 
cusskn about education at all 
levels, including sebod 
boards wiiich, he said, too 
oftm take unilateral and un¬ 
necessary action without ccfi- 
siiltatton. 

He said channels of com¬ 
munication must be opened to 
school administrators w 4 k>, to 
many cases, have been left 
behind by teachers proceed¬ 
ing rapidly ahead with their 
own theories.

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I have had a few letters 
from readers recently asking 
for instructions on how to 
graft rotes. Actually, true 
grafting it seldom performed 
on rotes; the more usual 
method of propagating these 
{plants is by budding. 

' This technique consists of 
siloing a small, shield-shaped 
sliver of bark containing a 
leaf and a growth bud from 
the desired rote and Inserting 
it in a T-shaped slit cut in the 
stem of a wild rose. When the 
growth bud “ukes" and 
starts to grew. aU the wild 
rose topgrowth is out away, 
leaving the garden gose grow- 
. ing on wild rose roots. 

This ope^tion is a bit dif¬ 
ficult to explain and make 
clear without sketches, and 
actually, a much easier meth¬ 
od for the novice home gar* 
dener is to take and root slips 
from the rose bush which is to 
be increased. 

There are certain draw¬ 
backs to this method, of 
course, otherwise the profes¬ 
sional rose growers would use 
it ail the time instead of the 
more difficult budding opera-

tion. It is a.bit slow, for one 
thing, as roses grown from 
slips take up to three yrars 
before Uooming. Qittings 
taken from some varieties, 
too. are very reluctant to 
throw out roots. 

Most of the old-fashkmed 
roses such as Dorothy Perkins 
end Mme. Alfred Cairiere are 
as easy to “slip" as gerani¬ 
ums or mint. In fact, all the 
"wild" or species roses and 
the first generation hybrids 
from them can be slipped 
without any partloular dif¬ 
ficulty. Probctoly the ea^est 
of the ordinary "garden shop" 
roses are the floribundas and 
the ramblers; hybrid teas are 
much more difficult, and 
some varieties are almost im¬ 
possible to root successfully. 

This is a good time of the 
year to try your hand at tak¬ 
ing rose cuttings, selectir^ 
well-rlpened shoots of this 
year's g^pfwth. avoiding any 
which are soft and sappy. 
Slips should be about nine 
inches long, taken froto near 
the base of toe selected shoot, 
discarding the tip portion. 

Make a very clean cut. 


using a sharp Imife or a razor 
blade, just below the lowest 
ksf. Better not use pruning 
shears — even the best of 
them tends to crush and 
bruise the wood a little, which 
inhibits rooting. 

Cut away the top portion of 
toe shoot, this time making 
your cut jiist ABOVE a leaf, 
apprcodmatdy nine inches 
fixm the base of the slip. Old- 
time gardeners always make 
this top cut on the slant, so. 
they'll know which end is 
"up" when planting their cut¬ 
tings. 

Remove all toe leaves, cut¬ 
ting them rather than pulling 
them off, as this might tear 
off a strto of baric, damaging 
the embryo growth bud toat 
nestles In each leaf joint. 
These buds will be needed for 
toe growth of the new rose 
bush. 

Your rose cuttings may be 
rooted in pots or boxes of 
sandy soil indoors, or under 
glass, or even in a sheltered, 
semi-shaded bed outdoors. 

I have becemie a firm be¬ 
liever in the hormone rooting 


powders such as Kootone, 
Seradix and Stim-Root, and 
nowadays I don't attempt to 
root even the easiest cutting 
wttoout treahr^ toe base of 
the slip with one of these mir¬ 
acle dusts. Moisten the end 
first, then dip It in the hor¬ 
mone powder, and give it a 
gentle tap to shake off any 
excess dust, tor too much is 
wcN^ than not enough. Plant 
your rose slips about five 
inclws de^ and sbe inches 
apart. 

Give your cuttings one good 
watering to settle the soil 
around the stems, then keep 
them just a little on toe dry 
side thereafter, for more slips 
are lost through overwatering 
than through neglect. It helps 
a lot, though, to spray the 
tops dally or oflener with a 
fine mist of plain water to 
freshen them up. 

The cuttings may stay 
where they are until next 
spring, when they should be 
plant^ out in a nursery bed 
and grown on until they are 
big enough And strong enough 
to move to their permanent 
flowerieg position.

It is starkly there.

He had' not been even sUitotly 
aware of them, until, one day. 
he himself met with an au¬ 
tomobile accident Then, in 
order to get around while his 
bones heeled, he hdbbled 
about on cri’tches.

many others yffre similarly 
afflicted. 

Wisdom comes slowly, pain¬ 
fully — but if life is not to be 
destroyed in morbid waste, in¬ 
evitably, it must come.

When we 
move out from beneath toe 
weight of our own hurt and 
burdtf), and seek to universal¬ 
ize our experience, we lift the 
millstone which lies heavily 
on our hearts. All* of life 
aspires, yet all of life suffers. 
Every man — visibly or un¬ 
seen — wears sackcloto. We 
need to leam this truth if we 
are to 'survive sanely and 
triumph over our despair. 

A young couple had lost 
their only child in one of 
Europe's concentration camps 


during toe war. Fortunately, 
they found a haven In Israel, 
after the hi^aust, yet they 
continued to grieve for their 
young one. Slowiy, however, 
they came to laiderstand that 
■mourning for the child was 
not constructive, that there 
were other children about 
them who were fatherless and 
motherless, and so they decid¬ 
ed to apfriy for the adciption of 
some such child 

One little girl whom they 
saw. caught their eye, and 
they asked her if she would 
like to come to live with 
toem. The child said yes. but 
that if she were to go, they 
would have to adopt her little 
brother too. had promised 
her mother before she died 
that she would never be sepa¬ 
rated from him. The coi^e 
agreed and decided to ad^ 
them both. 

Home with them went the 
two adopted little ones. That 
evening, they put toe children 
to bed and after only a few 
V 


moments, they heard hys¬ 
terical crying. They rushed 
into toe bedfoom to disoeyver 
that the girt bad tal«n a pic¬ 
ture of the wcmian's sister off 
the wall and was passionate¬ 
ly clutching it to her. Through 
their tears toe chlldrm told 
their story; this was a picture 
of their own mother! 

These children of a sister 
w-ho had remained in Poland 
found, thereafter, new Ufe and 
qew hope. But most of all, the 
^eveing couple found a way 
out of their own sorrow — 
s u ppla nti ng Irt with a new joy 
and a new strength. An old 
love was transmuted into a 
new devotion. 

Th^’e are no instant cures 
for sorrow. But there is a way 
out. It is a way which leads 
from our hearts to the hearts 
of others who have been hurt. 
For he who sorrov« may gain 
strength when he learns how 
to feel sorry for others who 
grieve.

West German Chancellor

He said thf agreement to 
fix the size of the European 
pariiament at 410 seats—from 
the present 198 a{)pointed 
memters ~ cleared ^ way 
for the first direct eketions 
in 1978 and gives the com- 
munity a "new ptriiHcal qual¬ 
ity." 

The declaration on terror¬ 
ism followed intensive consul¬ 
tations on the issue between 
Schmidt and President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing of France 
at their own bilateral summit 
in Hamburg last week.

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THE WORLD OF BUGS 


Golden glitter gleams 
in fireflies’ bright tails 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — All that 
glitters may not be gold, but 
in at least one Instance it's 
worth a lot more. 

It’s the stuff that puts the 
lightning in lightning bugs. 
E’xtracted from the tails o( 
the incandescant insects’, the 
chemical compound that ftr^.s 
the firefly fetches J20 a gram. 
That's $5^ an ounce or nearly 
five times the price of gold. 

"The fireflies contain two 


rare chemicals,'* said Rich¬ 
ard Vogel, an (tffidal of 
Sigma Chemical Oo.. perhaps 
the largest manufacturer of 
the extract. 

"One is known as luclfrase 
and the other is luciferin. 

"When they come into con¬ 
tact with a chemical known 
u adenosine triphosphate 
KAtP) they produce light. 
This ATP Is basic in every 
living cell or substance." 


Sex lure may be fatal 

Goodbye beetles 


WASHINGTON (AP> — 
US. government scientists 
have developed a synthetic 
sex perfume that may be the 
kiss of death for male Japa¬ 
nese beetles who are lured 
into traps exi)ecting female 
companionship. 

The aciendsts believe the 
scent may be more effective 
than if the traps were baited 
by eager female beetles. 

The agriculture department 
said the scent, which dui^i- 
cate's the female beetle's naitr 
ural substance called lactate. 


might mean that "the days oi 
the Japanese beetle may be 
numbered." 

The Japanese beetles, first 
detected in the United States 
in 1916 at a Riverton, N.J., 
nursery, cause about mil¬ 
lion a year in damage and 
control costs, officials said. 
The beetles attack more than 
^ kinds of flowers, fruits, 
vegetables and ornamentals. 

Scientists at agriculture de- 
partment faboutories in 
Gainesville, Fla., and 
Wooster, Ohio, discovered the 
beetle sex lure, officials said. 


ATP content of cells is an 
iniportant piece of informa¬ 
tion to cancer researchers, 
among others. An easy way to 
gauge it U by measuring the 
amount of light produced 
when firefly chemicals are 
added. 

Other applications are 
water quality control and the 
search for life beyond the 
planet. 

"W'e just can't make enough 
to meet demand," Vogel said 
in an interview. "It takes 
about 300 firefly tails to make 
a gram of lucifrase^uciferin 
extract." 

Each year pe company 
produces about 3.7 million 
bugs. The process requires 
about a week and is simple 
enough for a college chemis¬ 
try student to handle. 

To catch the bugs, the com¬ 
pany recruits youngsters in a 
15-state area from Nebraska 
to New York to Floride and 
MississiiH)!. the general range 
of the insect. Each is 
equipped with a cloth net—or 
given instructions on how to 
make one—and supplied with 
special mailing containers. 
Sigma pays the postage. 

Payment Is made on a slid¬ 
ing scale. Quantities of 20,000 
return a penny a bug. Two 
thousand are wurih 60 cents a 
huntfaed.

Lisbon ami 
Boston after the Second World 
War.

fishing, about which he wrote 
several books, mcluding A Fly 
Fisher’s Life. He also enjoyed 
golf and mountain climbing.

A man rarely succeeds at 
anything unless he has fun 
doing it. 

And in today’s wild num¬ 
ber, Dean Shapiro of Kansas 
City had plenty of fun in both 
the bidding and play and it’s 
only fair that an unusual suc¬ 
cess story goes along with it. 

Believe it or not, that’s the 
actual bidding that took 
place according to the Daily 
Bulletin published by the 
ACBL at the Spring National 
Tournament. Obvieusly, 
Shapiro (South) was not the 
only player making laughs on 
this band. South s bidding 
and West’s jump to three 
spades may well have caused 
North and East to wonder 
about calling the white coats 
after the final bid was made. 

The result was just as 
unreal as the bidding. East 
won the spade lead with the 
ace and shifted to the king of 
clubs - the right suit, but it 
was already too late. 

Declarer won the club ace 
and cashed the trump ace. 
When West showed up with 
both trumps, declarer aban¬ 
doned the suit temporarily 
and led a diamond to dum* 
. my's ace. A low diamond was 
ruffed with the trump king. 
East dropping the queen, and 
the trump five was led to 
dummy's 10. Another dia¬ 
mond was ruffed with a high 
trump to bring forth East's 
diamond king and to make 
dummy's diamond jack a 
winner. Finally, declarer's 
carefully nurtured trump 
three was led to dummy s 
four and dummy had an en¬ 
try! Declarer s two cjub 
losers were tossed on the 
spade queen and the diamond 
jack and six hearts doubled 
was made. 

One can only try to imagine 
what poor East thought of the 
whole affair.

65- 
member team from Taiwan 
enter the country and com- 
I)etc under the Republic of 
China flag. 

• Defiant Taiwanese of¬ 
ficials were reported set to 
parade two Olympic yachts¬ 
men already in the country 
under the banned flag at Sat¬ 
urday’s opening ceremony.

They stood fast again.st a 
compromise proposal that 
their athletes compete as indi¬ 
viduals under a neutral Olym¬ 
pic flag.

The girl, whose name is 
being withheld pending no¬ 
tification of next-of-kin. was 
berry-picking along the gravel 
road with an older child and 
an aduH from the ne a rby Gold 
River Indian Reserve at the 
time of the attack. The dead 
girl was believed to'have been 
^siting the area from another 
Vancouver Island reserve. 

Her ccxnpanions later told 
RCMP that they heard a 
thrashing in the bushes, and 
turned to see the cougar 
pounce on the girl, then back 
off and pounce again, before 
dragging her away. 

An RCMP Gold River 
spokesman said die two were 
"too scared" to do anything 
more than run for help. It was 
about two hours later when a 
search party of ROMP and 
local firemen returned to the 
area of attack and found the 
dead girl with severe facial 
lacerations "a short distance 
off the road." 

An examining doctor be¬ 
lieves the gfrl died during the 
attack. 

The fish and wildlife 
branch’s predator hunter Don 
I^y of Nanaimo was flown to 
the area with his four hounds, 
who treed the cougar about 
7:30 p.m. only 40 yards from 
the fatal attack site.

Des Haddleton, the regicmal 
protection officer with the 
branch, said there had been a 
number ol cougar sightings 
this year.

‘Restrained 
delight^ 
on prices 

OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
expressed “restrained de¬ 
light" Wednesday at Statistics 
Canada figures showing the 
smallest consumer price in¬ 
creases in a 12-month period 
in nearly three years. 

The figures showed that the 
all-items Index for consumer 
prices increased by 7.8 per 
cent in the year ending in 
June.

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Abolitionist s win the day in final Commons vote 


OTTAWA (CP) - Copital 
punishment for all dvilian 
crimes was abolished by the 
Commons Wednesday, but the 
emotional controversy over 
hanging was expected to re~ 
main a major factor in na¬ 
tional politics. 

The government bill to re¬ 
place hanging with longer 
prison terms carried third 
and final reading by only six 
votes. The tally was 130 to 

m. 

Senate approval and routine 
royal assent are needed to 
make the bill law, but both 


are expected by Friday. 

Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand said after the vote 
that all death sentences are 
commuted, effective immedi¬ 
ately. There were 11 men on 
death row, three scheduled to 
hang today. 

Passage of the bill means 
the only capital punishment 
still on the law books is for 
military crimes. The National 
Defence Act calls for manda¬ 
tory execution of persons wbo 
act traitorously. 

.\miing these crimes are 
desertion. si>enrheadinR a mu¬ 


tiny. being drunk or asleep on 
guard duty, spying and wilful¬ 
ly surrendering to the enemy. 
But these must be linked to 
traitorous acts. 

Reaction to the vote, free of 
party lines, was subdued. 

"We won." said Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau as he brushed 
past reporters outside the 
Commons. 

"I’m happy. I’ve got ny)re 
work to do." 

"This is not something to 
celebrate," said Allmand. 
who woriced vigorously. to 
push the bill through. "There 


is a lot of work to be done on 
prevention of crime."

The abolition bill replaces 
capital punishment with a 
minimum 25-year prison sen¬ 
tence (or first^legree murder 
and a minimum 10*year sen¬ 
tence for second degree. 

Basically. first-degree 
murder is premeditated kill¬ 
ing or treason and second- 
degree Is murder committed 
spontaneously and without 
forethought. 

Parole (or first-degree mur¬ 
derers could be considered 
after 15 years, if recommend¬ 
ed by a board of three judges. 
A judicial review rejection 
would mean the prisoner 
would have to serve 10 more 
years before becoming eligi¬ 
ble for full parerfe or about 
eight years before obtaining 


any form of gradual release.

Rayonier ^stranglehold^charged

TORT ALICE - Forestry 
giant Rayonier Canada Ltd. 
was accused here Tuesday of 
having a ''stranglehold” on 
the town which It founded and 
owned until 1965. 

Mayor George Lacey of 
Port Alice launched a bitter 
attack oin Rayonier. accusing 
the firm of not being willing 
to relincfuish authority over 
the town's planning. 

Port Alice is situated near 
the northern end of Van¬ 
couver Island, at the head of 
Neroutsos Inlet and FUyon- 
ier’s pulp mill there is the 
major employer for the 
town’s 1.800 residents. 

Lacey, employed himself by 
the company as a millwTighi, 
told reporters touring rwrth- 
ern Vancouver Island that 
Rayonier owned all the land 
within the mimleipality's 
boundaries, and will only sell 
porti<Mis of it with restrictive 


covertants. 

Rayonier, the mayor said, 
restricts use of the land to the 
extent that no commercial 
competition can ever take 
place in Port Alice. 

Shopping facilities, he said, 
are totally inadequate, but 
Rayonier refused to let an¬ 
other food store in. The exist-

Ing Store, he added, had a 
20-ycar lease. 

If .someone wants to settle 
in Port vVJIcc. Lacey said, we 
can issue a building permit, 
but that’s all." 

Rayonier sells the lots. a}>- 
proves the use and even lias a 
say in who will develop K. 

The mayor said aU develop¬ 
ment rights were apparently 
being held by one Vancouver 
company. 

He said neither the govem- 
ment nor Rayonier had done 
anything for the town. 

The situatloo. he said, was 
Intolerable. The company’s in¬ 
terference has result^ in 
stagnation 

“The unavailability of land, 
the restrictive covenants on 
all iiroporty, the lack of co¬ 
operation from Rayonier Can¬ 
ada Ltd.." he said, has pre¬ 
vented all development 

The compjete la< k of co 
operation on the part of the 
company, Lacey said, man¬ 
ifested itself during last 
year’s thud slide. 

"1 requested that the com¬ 
pany send in equipment: thoy 
sent In one front-end loader 
and (Hilled U out again before 
the end of the day." he said. 

At the same time. Rayon- 
ier’s logging division provided 
all kinds of equi|)ment to 


help Juno I.anding battle a 

flo^. 

"That equipment stayed in 
there for weeks." said Lacey. 

He cited "alarming statis¬ 
tics" to suiiport his request 
for inde(>cndencc from tlie 
comiiany. 

"In Port Alice, 23 per cent 
of the doctor’s patients are 
suffering from psychiatric 
(iroblema of which 19 per cent 
have neurotic and psychotic 
.symptoms, an dfetie remaining 
fi\’e per cent have proHema 
of alcohcdism." 

Lacey said he had a(>- 
proached the provincial gov¬ 
ernment with a request that 
Port Alice be given control 
over its aftairs, hut to no 
avail. 

A 8i)okesman for Rayonier 
didn’t deny the charge that 
his firm had a stranglehold f)n 
the towTi. but he <Hfered an 
explanation. 

"The land here is available 
for development. hut not for 
speculation." said Ralph 
James, director for Rayon- 
ier's cellulose operations and 
former resident manager of 
the pulp mill. 

He said a su()ermarkel was 
built in Port AIL*^ and the de- 
veloj)er had exclusive lease 
rights for a number of years.

SAYWARD—Thirty cheering 
North Island residents recently 
trudged out of the dense forest and 
onto the log landing at Eve River, 
ending a six-mile trek through 
what they call the Incredible Gap. 

The provincial government ha-s 
canrelled plans to complete the 
Noilh Island Highway and resi¬ 
dents were determined to walk the 
distance to emphasize the short 
distance that remains to be built. 

“While the actual highway re¬ 
quires another 22 miles of constru- 
lion," said spokesman for the 
group, Roland Shanks, "the actual 
gap between existing logging roads 
is only six miles." 

And it's six of the most beauti¬ 
ful miles on the Island, a(xx)rding 
to the trekkers. 

The group, consisting of house¬ 
wives, youngsters and even some 
pensionei-s, was met halfway by a 
group led by Tom Nikolaisen, pres¬ 
ident of the Assodaled Chambei-s 
of Commerce of Vancouver I.sland. 

Campbell River chamber pres¬ 
ident Jim Best pi-escnlod the group 
with a ceremonial hoe. 

"We’d like to present .vou with 
this hoe as a symbol of our willing 
support for your cause," Best said. 
“TTie very fact that the highway is 
incomplete makes communication 
between our communities difficult,* 
but rest assured we are ready to. 
assist you in any way to see that 
this project is finished.” 

The hoe was intended as an aid 
to the cultivation of carrots, which 
the North Islanders have chosen 
as a s.vmbol of their struggle. Ar¬ 
guing that politicians have dangled 
the carrot in front of their noses at 
every election for yeai-s past, the> 
want the highway finished at last 
and demand "the rest of the car¬ 
rot.” 

The Irek was (he culmination 
of the Carrot Campaign to urge 


the government to act on their 
pleas, and Shanks termed it a 
complete success. 

"I think that considering the 
limited scope of the campaign, we 
have succeeded in letting people on 
the south Island know that wo are 
up here, and would like them to be 
as well. 

“We obtained an audience with 
the minister of highways early on 
in the campaign,” Shanks .said, 
“and while the minister was inflex¬ 
ible in his stand, I am .sure he will 
not be so casual next time the sub¬ 
ject of the North Island Highway 
comes up. 

“He’s got a lot of information 
now that he didn’t .seem to have 
beforo we talked with him.” 

The trek started at the end of 
the Canadian Forest Products log- 
ging^oad network, near the head- 
—^NWers of the Tsitika River, and 
angled west and south in a long, 
sweeping ciir\'c. 

Following the controlinc of the 
proposed highwa\, the trekkers 
chatted and photographed their 
way over the height of land be¬ 
tween the Tsitika and Eve rivers 
and broke out into logging slash 
near the East end of MacMillan 
Bloedel logging roads on the 
River. 

The trekkers were bused the 30 
miles into Kelsey Bay and caught 
the afternoon boat back home to 
the north Island. 

Will this be the end of sti-ug- 
gles to have the highway complet¬ 
ed? 

“Not by a long shot,” Shanks 
■said. “The carrot season has only 
come and gone. If we don’t sec any 
action on the highwaj' now, I guess 
we’ll have to knuckle down and do 
I ho job ourselves. 

“We’ve been campaigning with 
words so far,” he said,-“but a lot of 
people up here think we should 
talk softly and drive a big cat.”

NANAIMO — The Nanainto 
Harbor Commission has 
sounded a note of cautiem con¬ 
cerning the speed at which 
events are likely to take place 
Kiirmunding the develo(>menl 
of new (lort facilities here. 

ITie final otftcial hurd(e uas 
cleared last month when the 
provincial government an¬ 
nounced it had agreed to sell 
land to the commission. The 
delay in the provincial deci¬ 
sion meant that nothing could 
hap(>en on the development 
proposal until the land ques¬ 
tion was settled. 

The harbor commission pro- 
TK)scs to build two large dec(»- 
sea berths on the shore rA 
Duke Point, just outside Nan¬ 
aimo harbor, along with the 
support facilities both on the 
water and ashore. 

In a statement issued fol¬ 
lowing a meeting of the har¬ 
bor commission, c-ommis- 
sioners said that it will be 
necessary to establish a 
guaranteed minimum annual 
tonnage of cargo to be moved 
through the ix)rt. "In order to 
justify c'onstruction of the ter¬ 
minal.” 

The statment says that or¬ 
ganisations that had earlier 
indicated their interest in 
such a facility some years 
ago. have either hirmulated 
their plans in other areas or 
need to have their interest re¬ 
kindled. 

The port extension was 
first proiKised for the Inner 
Harbor nearly four years ago 
hut was delayed by a series of 
public hearings, the federal 
g<n*emment's appnwal of 
the new site at Duke Itfto 
and. recently, the waWr.^ 
I>eriod before the pro\ ince de¬ 
cided it could part with the 
land at Duke Point which is 
needed to make the project 
viable. 


"Potential users." commis¬ 
sioners say. "arr assessing 
their position. They are look¬ 
ing at volume throughout, 
market [Kdential and costs 
amt will pixiblahly not make 
any decisions for several 
months. 

"Die tfilal economic \4nWi* 
lity of the program will then 
l>e rpiletermined and an a|>- 
proach made to the ferlerat 
government for appr»»va! and 
funding." 

The statement sa.vs that in¬ 
terim financing will also l-ve 
a requirement prior to the 
oi>eration of the terminal. 

Construction of the lenni- 
nal. scheduled to lake be¬ 
tween 30 and 36 months, wilt 
provide additional employ¬ 
ment in the area for the 
various trades involved hut. 
the statement adds, "it must 
be made clear that the o(>ora- 
tion of the terminal will not 
entail the employment of \'pry 
many additional personnel." 

There will, instead, be a rr- 
Jo<*ation of local jjersonnel 
from other centres for termi¬ 
nal operation but with iTstKict 
to cargo, most is currently 
generated in the central Van¬ 
couver Island area and moved 
through Nanaimo and other 
terminals. When the new ter¬ 
minal is operational, this 
cargo plus oilier coming from 
the mainland, will he concen¬ 
trated here for further on¬ 
ward exiMirt. 

Any additional employment, 
the report say.*, will lie finni 
other industries which may lo¬ 
cate at Duke Pont. 

The commissioners say that 
while they are plea.srcl that 
the hurdle of the land is 
cleared, “it must l)e sti'es.sefl 
that a great deal of work and 
consultation i.s necessary in 
the months ahead before all 
agencies concerned are .sa¬ 
tisfied and before all isitentinl 
users of the facility liave 
reacted favorably."

And It might have to be that good to give the Uons a 
pia>'otf shot because toe mein reason to fear Is oeused by the 
office team. The Argonauts were the only CTL club to score 
fcKver points than theUons last season, ai^ eo far there has 
been more hope than evidence that the Lions will be able to 
do as much about putting points on the board as they figure 
to do about keeping them o^. 

But the situation Is rwf at all hopeless. Being able to start 
six Canadians on defehce leaves eight import positionsfor the 
six Canadians on defence leaves eight import positlona for the 
offence team, and having exicellent Canaettan recetvefv and 
two acceptable Canadian running backs afford the chanoe to 
do something about an annual pr^em by permitting the use 
of five import Unemen. And whBe the quality of their Import 
offence linemen doesn't seem as high as those they have on 
defence, the Uons should jnesent a better offence line this 
year. 

And there abouU be nothing wrong with the lions* running 
game. I.oe^ Harris, who has rushed for 2679 yards, caught 
passes for U6S yards and scored 22 touchdowru in his toree 
seasons with the Uons is back, and has as his running mate a 
fellow who could be the big siu^xlse of the season. He’s Mika 
Strickland, who played the last three games of the 1975 
schedule and gained 233 yards mshlng and 100 yards catch¬ 
ing. Strickland, w‘Ko holds the school rushing record at East¬ 
ern Michigan and was recommended by Willie Fleming, is on 
the smallish side at 193 pounds but he is an elusive s pe ed st e r 
who wasted no time in ^nclung his job ttds year by looking 
at least like a reasonable facsimile of his sponsor. 

But the rest doesn't do much to give anyone a feeling of 
.security. Jolm Sciarra le the most exciting Lion since Flem¬ 
ing was wowing CFL crowds. He Is quick, confident and in¬ 
telligent. and driinitely appears to have the leadership quali¬ 
ties needed by a quarterback. He could succeed in his rookie 
year but he is a 185-pounder with a sprintout style and it is a 
lot to expect a successful and injury-free season. And if he 
can’t do the job for one reason or another, there doesn’t ap¬ 
pear to be anyone tUe. Canadian Eric Guthrie has yet to 
show the promise in games toat ai^pears th«e fai practioe, 
and Mike Emit, currently in hospital with bleeding uloen, 
did btUe in hts three chances to bring any hope that he oould 
do the quarterbacking. 

And then there is the continuing search for a successor to 
Ted Gerela. Lack of a good placridcker cost the Uons a 
playoff spot last season, and it could do it again this season 
even if Sciarra escapes injury and does passably weM. 

Perhaps the best way to sum up the Uons is to tacm 
them a longshot with a chance. They have a rodda quartor- 
back, a rookie jdacekicker and a losing history, but with 
Bobby Ackles as general-manager and Murphy as head 
coach, they have acquired direction and stability, and some 
good bdeot. They could be a spectacular success thda >aar 
but It may be that their Uggeet lack will ba time. Their fu¬ 
ture is now. and that’s too bad. The Lions may be a club 
pregnant with possibilities but It's asking a kA for Add^ and 
Murphy to give birtlf this year

Rnokls 
Dave Williams. lured from 
the National Football League 
by a promise he would play 
quarterback, was close b^ 
hind. 

Pisareik responded to the 
pressure by reportirig about 
15 pounds lighter than in 1975 
and has had an outstanding 
camp. 

While Baker has rtot an¬ 
nounced a final decision on 
who will start this season at 
quarterback, he has no such 
qualms about his top running 
back. Willie Burden, who set 
a Canadian Football League 
rushing record last season, 
has been outstanding In pre¬ 
season games. 

A potential problem loonis 
at blocking back, where hoJtiL 
over Rick Galbos has the In¬ 
side track.

Joe 
Forzanl, oldest and moat-es¬ 
tablished of the famU>’, re¬ 
tired in the off-season, leaving 
a big gap at comer line¬ 
backer. Gary Mueller and 
Rick Konopka staged an inter- 
eating battle to fill It. 

Perhapa the moat interaat- 
Ing atruo^ for the mid¬ 
dle linebacker job. Jamie Ro- 
tella, former Kamiltcm Tiger- 
Cat, was brought in to chal¬ 
lenge holdover Larry Carr but 
suffered a minor ankle Injury 
that left room tor rookie Tom 
Higglna to challenge, too. Ro- 
tella was am<xig the aurpriae 
early deletiofia. 

If Higgins loat out to Carr, 
Baker made it clear, the rook¬ 
ie mi^t work out at a comer 
spot. One of the comers ap¬ 
peared to be the elusive 
property of holdover iSran Jo- 
iltz, a vlcloua tackier. 

The strength of the Stam¬ 
peders rested in the defensive 
backfMd, where rookie Cana¬ 
dian Miles Morrison w*as an 
early standout and Vem Ro¬ 
berson overcame a pulled leg 
muscle to regain hia outstand¬ 


ing rookie form. However, a 
mild Illness sidelined Canadi¬ 
an Mike Logan and made it 
necessary to keep several Im¬ 
ports in camp in case he 
didn't recover.

SEATTLE (AP) — Govern¬ 
ment research ships are ply¬ 
ing Alaskan waters this sum¬ 
mer, as scientists onboard 
collect infonnation to help 
minimize the damage caused 
by oU drilling and oil spills. 

The three ships, part of a 
IS-vessel fleet based at Seat¬ 
tle’s Lake Union, are ma|H>ins 
in scientific terms the Gulf of 
Alaska and Bering and Chuk¬ 
chi seas. 

The ships were sent by the 
U.S. National Ocean<^raphic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion (NOAA) to find out what 
would happen if Alaskan oil 
spilled in those stormy, frigid 
waters. 

Another federal agency, the 
Bureau of Land Management. | 
will use the information on j 
environmental sensitivity to | 
decide where oUmra can drill ' 
and what rules they must fol- i 
low when drilling on federal * 
offstKn*e leases. | 

The research already has | 
had an impact on leasing ac- | 
tivities.

Cr^. Michael Fleming of 
NOAA operations here said 
when rules are drawn, the 
BLM will probably place 
thresholds on the amount of 
oil that can be spilled from oil 
rigs and refineries. 

For two years, he said, 
dozens of sdentists-biologists, 
chemists, ornithologists, me- 
teroroiogists and geologists ~ 
have been making the re¬ 
search voyages on vessels 
ranging from 175 to 303 feet in 
length. 

Ihey have been measuring 


the water’s physical structure 
to learn where the oil would 
go and where new water 
would come ftom. They are 


studying the interdependency 
of animal life in the water to 
learn how oil would affect die 
food chain.

Golden glitter gleams, 
in fireflies bright tail 


ST. LOUIS (AP> — All that 
glitters may not be gold, but 
in at least one instance it’s 
worth a lot more. 

It’s the stuff that puts the 
lightning in iightrUng bugs. 
Ezxtracted from the tails ol 
the Incandescant insects, the 
chemical cwnpound that fires 
the firefly fet<^e8 $20 a grahi- 
That’s $560 an ounce or nearly 
five times the price of gold. 

"The fireflies contain two 


rare chemicals.’’ said Rich- 
ard Vogel, an c^icial of 
Sigma Chemical Co., perhaps 
the largest manufacturer of 
the extract. 

“One is known as lucifrase 
and the other is luciferin. 

•'When they come into con¬ 
tact with a chemical known 
as adenosine triphosphate 
(ATP) they produce light. 
This ATP is basic in every 
living cell or substance.” 


Sex lure may be fatal 

Goodbye beetles 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
U.S. Kox'emmeht scientists 
have developed a synthetic 
sex perfume that may be the 
kiss of death for male Japa¬ 
nese beetles who are lured 
into traps expecting female 
companionship. 

The scientists believe the 
scent may be more effective 
than if the traps were baited 
by eager female beetles. 

The agriculture department 
said die scent, w4ttch dupii- 
cate’s the female beetle’s natr 
oral substance called lactone, 


might mean that “the days of 
the Japanese beetle may foe 
numbered.” 

The Japanese beetles, first 
detected in the United States 
in 1916 at a Riverton, N.J., 
nursery, cause about $25 mU- 
UoR a year in damage and 
control costs, officials said. 
The beetles attack more than 
• 275 kinds of fkswers, fruits, 
vegetaU^ and ornamentals. 

Scientists at agriot^re de- 
partment laboratories in 
Gainesville, Fla., and 
Wooster, Ohio, discovered the 
beetle sex Jure, officials said. 


ATP content of cells is an 
in^wstant piece of informa¬ 
tion to cancer researchers, 
among others. An easy way to 
gauge it is measi^ng the 
amount of light piroduced 
when firefly chemicals are 
added. 

Other applications are 
water quality control and the 
search for life beyond the 
I^anet. 

”We just can’t make enou^ 
to meet demand,” Vogel said 
in an interview. ‘Tt takes 
about 200 firefly tails to make 
a gram of luctfrase-luciferin 
extract.” 

Each year the company 
produces about 3.7 million 
bugs. The process requires 
about a week and is simple 
enough for a college chemis¬ 
try student to handle. 

To catch the bugs, the com¬ 
pany recruits youn gsters in a 
15>stitte area from. Nebrafiia 
to New Yoric to Florida and 
Mississippi, the general range 
of the insect. Elach is 
equipped with a cloth net—or 
given instmetions on how to 
make one—and supplied with 
•special mailing containers, 
sigma pays Hie postage. 

Payment is n>ade on a slid¬ 
ing scale. Quantities of 20.(X)0 
retian a penny a bug. TWo 
thousand are worth 60 cents a 
hundred.

• The U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee proclaimed it Is 
seriously considering pulling 
out of the Montreal Games. It 
is protesting against Canadian 
insistence that the Taiwan 
athletes may compete only if 
they abandon the national 
name Republic of China. 

• The IOC prepared a final 
appeal to the Chadian gov¬ 
ernment to let tl»e full. 63- 
member team from Taiwan 
.enter the country and com¬ 
pete under the Republic of 
China flag. . 

• Defiant Taiwanese of¬ 
ficials were reported set to 
parade two Olympic yachts¬ 
men already in the country 
under the banned flag at Sat¬ 
urday's opening ceremony.

They stood fast against a 
compromise proposal that 
their athletes compete as indi¬ 
viduals under a neutral Olym¬ 
pic flag. 

Against the challenges 
issued by the Olympians from

Des Haddleton, the regional 
prolecUcm officer with the 
branch, said there had been a 
number of cougar sighting 
this year.

RAIDERS ATTACK HIS HOME IN FRANCE 

Convicted Nazi dies in flames

DIJON. France — French 
police are cohvinced that a 
charred corpse found in the 
smouldering ruins of a house 
attacked by raiders near here 
is that of Nazi war criminal 
Joachim Peiper. 

Police think Peiper. a 61- 
year-old former SS colonel, 
was killed in (he raid on his 
house, at Traves, 60 miles 
from here. Tuesday night. 

The raiders burned the 


house. appafenUy after tf gun- 
fight wdth the occupant. 

Police said that although 
formal Identification would be 
difficult, it was almost certain 
(hat the 004^se was that of 
Peiper, who was once sen¬ 
tenced to death for killing 71 
American prisoners of war in 
1944. 

Threats were made against 
his life recently, and last 
month there was a demon¬ 
stration outside the town hall 
at 4he local administrative 


centre, Vesoul,' demanding* 
P e i p e r's expulsion from 
France. 

Peiper was sentenced' to 
death by an American tribu¬ 
nal in for the death of 71 
American prisoners. who 
were crushed to death 1^ his 
tank. 

The sentence was later 
commuted to life imprison¬ 
ment and Peiper was released 
after serving 11 ypars. 

He was also charged with 
the reprisal massacre of 34

Carter's nominators seized' 
upon Gerald Ford’s 1974 par¬ 
don of Richard Nixon and 
made it a campaign issue, 
condemning the “unequal jus¬ 
tice” of Ford's act and saying 
it had contributed to thealow 
national morale. They said 
Carter was the man to “heal 
the wounds” and • lead “a 
new coalition” campaign to 
the presidency. 

The delegates loved it. 
cheering wildly.

The B.C. Ferries dispute,

Subsidy formula fees 
out of date—druggists 


•lohn Swanson, of Victoria, 
president of the B.C. phar¬ 
macists society, said Wednes¬ 
day the province's phar¬ 
macists have not agreed to a 
subsidy formula announced 
Tuesday by Human Resources 
Minister W'illiam Vander 
Zaim. 

Under the formula, the gov¬ 
ernment would pay tor pre¬ 
scription drugs ^ low-in- 


conic persons who would pay 
only the phaimacist's dispens¬ 
ing fee. 

Swanson said in Penticton 
that representatives of the so¬ 
ciety have agreed to the plan 
but there has been no roleren- 
dum among the membm. 

He also said the minister's 
figures on the dispensing fee 
were out of date. Vander 
Ztilm has been quoted as say¬ 


ing they would be (ruin $2 50 
to $3. 

Swanson said the fees will 
be eight t») 15 per cent more 
than that becau.se of inflation. 
He says the figures quoted by 
the minister were taken from 
a society survey made in 1975. 

Swanson says he feels the 
subsidy program is an ex¬ 
cellent one from a public 
point of view, although few 
(>e(^le wilt qualify. 


12 suites melt to 5 


Mcmarch Holdings applied 
tor a building permit Apnl 2U 
for a 124uite apartment. 

Then, about June 1, the de- 
V e I o p e r became aware 
through newspaper articles of 
proposed changes in zoning 
regulations. 

These changes were ap¬ 
proved by Oaic Bay council 
June 14- 

Taylor said the new bylaw 
has two effects — the number 
of suites is limited to It) per 
acre, which meant five suites 
at 2fl2 Thorpe Place, whereas 
the previous bylaw allowed 21 
suites, and tor the first time 
in Oak Bay. the maximum 
size of each suite was limited 
to 1,600 square feet. 


He said 18 to 35 suites per 
hall-acre are permitted in 
other apartment zones in Oak 
Bay. 

Bob Hutchison, representing 
Oak Bay. said the plans tiled 
by Monarch Holdings in 'April 
were incomplete under the old 
bylaw. 

He said once the new bylaw 
was passed, it superceded the 
application for a building per¬ 
mit under the old bylaw. 

While conceding that the a|>- 
plication (or a building permit 
"spurred my clients." he said 
that in December. 1974. coun¬ 
cil had a draft bylaw "some¬ 
what like the bylaw now be¬ 
fore the court." 


He said Mnnarfh Holdir^ 
should have sought its court 
order to obtain a building per¬ 
mit before the new bylaw took 
effect June 14. 

Now that the bylaw has 
been passed, he urged Mr. 
Justice Ruttan not to grant a 
writ of mandamus, compelling 
Oak Bay to issue the building 
jwrmit. 

Taylor, responding briefly 
lo Hutchison, said the applica¬ 
tion for the building permit 
was ."duly made in April 
since it is readily admitted 
that the defects were easily 
remedied.”

It is estimated that ron- 
stnictKHi of a plant that w’onld 
incinerate the gartmge and 
extract fuel oil in the process 
would coat $15 million. 

The regional board will nos' 
scout for a suitable site. It 
will also negotiate with B.C. 
Forest Products regarding the 
possibility of combining their 
wood waste with the region’s 
solid w*aste. To that end. the 
possibility of financing a pyro¬ 
lysis plant jointly will he dis¬ 
cussed. 

It is estimated that barring 
unforeseen circumstances, an 
energy-producing garbage dis¬ 
posal plant could in (^)era- 
linn in about five years. 

If and when the plant is 
constructed, Hartland Roail 
dump would only be used in 
emergency cases. 

Young said he was against 
the prt^iosal because it wa.s 
too early to take such a step. 

At present. Young said, san¬ 
itary landfill disposal was still 
the cheapest means of gar¬ 
bage disposal. 

He was told, however, that 
garbage dump operations 
were becoming increasingly 
e.xpenslve. while pyrolysis 
wa.s botxMning more and more 
viable. 

Victoria Aid. Miimiy Gla¬ 
zier told the meeting steps 
must be taken' now' hi t>hase 
out the Hartland Road dump.
